thrift—Unquestionably, Mr. Farmer, 
you have been benefitted by the work 
of the farmers Union. 

Many more improvements may be 
mentioned but space will not permit. 
I overheard a group of business men 
in Calgary talking over the farmer's 
movements. One made the remark, 
“what will the farmers accomplish.” 
The answer was ‘““not much, the far- 
mer want's something for nothing; he 
is alright as long as he is not asked 
to put up money; they only pay $2.09 
to join the U.F,A. and only about 10 
per cent. of the farmers belong to it.” 
I don’t know what their business is, 
but they were keeping track of us 
alright, Is it true that the farmer 
wants something for nothing? or is the 
boot for the other foot?; is it not true 
that speculators and corporations 
are becoming rich by the labaur of 
the farmers without an effort or ex- 
pense on their part?: js not that get- 
ting something for nothing? Now Mr. 
Farmer if you want something for 
nothing you will come to the next 
meeting of the U.F.A. and join us, we 
want you. We need your help and 
we need your influence. Do not ride 
on the backs of others as you must 
do if you do not help along. You are 
enjoying the benefit of the results of 
the labor of other men, why not add 
your help? The U.F.A. is working for 
you. You can help us along by your 
presence with us—A member of the 
U.F.A. . |
